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ing  November  22,  1904,  authorizing  the  payment  to  the  principal 
of  the  Eliot  evening  school,  in  addition  to  his  regular  salary,  for 
the  care  and  supervision  of  the  branch  of  that  school  conducted 
in  the  Christopher  Columbus  School-house,  the  salary  for  the 
position  of  principal  of  evening  elementary  schools  having  been 
fixed  on  October  25,  1904." 

In  my  opinion  the  order  in  the  form  in  which  it  was  passed  is 
illegal.  The  salaries  of  principals  of  evening  elementary  schools 
having  been  fixed  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  they  cannot 
be  increased  during  that  year.  If  the  size  of  a  particular  school 
increases  so  that  it  overflows  into  another  building,  or  the  numbers 
decrease,  the  principal,  in  either  event,  as  long  as  he  is  principal 
and  the  school  is  continued,  gets  the  salary  fixed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year  during  that  year. 

I  have,  however,  from  Mr.  Mooers,  principal  of  the  Eliot  School, 
a'statement  of  the  case  which  is  legally  different  from  the  state- 
ment found  in  the  order  of  November  22.  By  the  statement  of 
Mr.  Mooers  it  would  appear  that  an  evening  elementary  school, 
formerly  carried  on  at  Moon  street  with  a  principal  of  its  own,  was 
transferred  by  the  committee  on  evening  schools  to  the  Christo- 
pher Columbus  school  building,  and  he  was  asked  to  take  charge 
of  that  school,  he  to  be  paid  some  additional  compensation  for 
taking  charge  temporarily  of  two  elementary  schools. 

If  such  were  the  fact,  and  the  statement  in  the  order  of 
November  22  that  this  school  was  a  branch  of  the  Eliot  evening 
school  conducted  in  the  Christopher  Columbus  School-house  was 
a  mistake,  this  opinion  would  not  necessarily  apply  to  an  order 
calculated  to  carry  out  such  an  arrangement.

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters 
be  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  on  behalf  of  this 
Board  to  apply  to  the  General  Court  for  the  following 
additional  legislation,  viz.,  that  section  5  of  chapter 
473  of  the  Acts  of  1901  be  amended  by  striking  out 
said  section  and  substituting  therefor  the  following : 

Section  5.  The  said  Board  shall  not  erect  any  new  buildings 
on  any  site  which,  by  recommendation  of  the  School  Committee 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  together  with  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools  of  the  city  of  Boston,  is  not  a  proper  one  in  the  judgment 
of  said  School  Committee  and  said  Superintendent ;  nor  shall  said 
Board  substantially  alter  any  building  nor  provide  temporary 
school  accommodations,  nor  the  furniture  or  furnishings  of  school 
buildings,  nor  prepare  school  yards,  until  the  said  School  Com- 
mittee and  said  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  have  specifically 
passed  on  the  same.

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  advise  Baldwin, 
the  Board  as  to  the  legality  of  the  election  of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Schoolhouse 

Custodian. 
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Edward  C.  Baldwin,  Schoolhouse  Custodian,  without  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  814  of  the  Acts  of  1904. 

By  section  2  of  chapter  1  of  the  rules  of  the  School  Committee 
it  is  provided  that  at  the  meeting  for  organization  each  year 
the  Board  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  an  Auditing  Clerk,  a  School- 
house  Custodian,  and  a  Messenger,  each  of  whom  may  he  removed 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

This  rule  was  in  effect  at  the  time  the  present  Schoolhouse 
Custodian  was  elected  and  fixes  the  tenure  of  his  office. 

The  tenure  of  such  an  appointee  —  and  an  election  by  the 
Board  is  equivalent  to  a  selection  or  appointment  —  is  clearly 
defined  to  he  from  the  meeting  for  organization  of  one  year  to 
the  meeting  for  organization  of  the  next  year  unless  sooner 
removed. 

The  facts  concerning  this  officer  I  understand  to  be  substan- 
tially as  follows: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Committee  held  October  8,  1901, 
this  office  or  place  was  created.  Subsequently  Mr.  Baldwin  was 
elected  or  appointed  to  the  place.  Under  date  of  November  19, 
1901,  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  through  its  Secretary,  wrote 
to  your  Board  enclosing  a  copy  of  an  opinion  from  Hosea  M. 
Enowlton,  Attorney-General,  in  which  it  was  held  that  the 
appointment  of  an  officer  to  fill  the  position  of  Schoolhouse 
Custodian  was  clearly  within  the  Civil  Service  rules,  Rule  6, 
Schedule  B,  Class  12.  After  looking  into  the  matter  the  School 
Committee  acquiesced  in  this  claim  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion, admitted  the  illegality  of  the  appointment,  and  Mr.  Baldwin 
appeared  before  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  was  examined  and 
certified.  After  this  certification  of  Mr.  Baldwin  the  Board  pro- 
ceeded to  elect  him  to  the  office. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  office  or  position  of  Schoolhouse 
Custodian  is  within  the  Civil  Service  rules,  and  the  holder  of  the 
place  is  within  the  classified  Civil  Service. 

The  question  then  remains  as  to  whether,  when  a  Civil  Service 
employee  has  a  definite  term  of  employment  and  is  appointed  for 
only  a  year,  he  comes  within  the  provisions  of  Chapter  314  of  the 
Acts  of  1904,  so  that  he  can  only  be  removed  after  charges  and  a 
hearing. 

Any  doubt  that  there  might  have  been  upon  this  subject  I 
think  is  removed  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  recently 
made  in  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  Edwin  T.  Smith  against 
Roswell  L.  Wood,  Mayor  of  Haverhill,  and  another.  The  peti- 
tioner belonged  to  the  police  force  of  Haverhill.  Under  Chapter 
480  of  the  Acts  of  1894,  his  tenure  of  office  was  four  years.  In 
1896,  and  again  in  1900,  he  was  appointed  for  the  term.  His  last 
term  expired  the  first  Monday  of  July,  1904,  but  he  held  over 
until  October  6,  when  one  Radcliffe  was  appointed  in  his  stead. 
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He  brought  his  petition  against  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  Haverhill,  relying  on  the  provisions  of  Chapter  314  of  the  Acts 
of  1904,  because  he  was  not  removed  for  sufficient  cause  and  after 
due  hearing.  The  court  dismissed  the  petition,  saying,  among 
other  things:  "We  are  of  opinion  that  the  words  l shall  hold 
such  office  or  employment  and  shall  not  be  removed  therefrom,1 
refer  to  the  office  or  employment  to  which  such  person  has  been 
elected  or  appointed  and  to  the  term  of  such  office  or  employ" 
ment,  and  do  not  apply  to  an  officer  whose  term  of  office  has 
expired.  Any  other  construction  would  enlarge  an  appointment 
for  a  term  of  years  into  life-tenure,  provided  it  was  a  classified 
office  under  the  Civil  Service  rules.11  And  to  hold  that  the  office 
of  Schoolhouse  Custodian  came  within  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  would  be  to  give  to  an  officer  who  held  an  appointment 
for  a  year,  from  one  meeting  for  organization  to  the  next,  a  life, 
tenure  unless  he  was  guilty  of  some  misdemeanor. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  Mr.  Baldwin  does  not  come 
within  the  provisions  of  Chapter  314  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1904, 
and  that  his  office  can  be  abolished  or  he  himself  be  removed 
either  by  vote  or  by  the  election  of  another  person  to  his  place. 

The  place,  however,  being  within  the  classified  Civil  Service 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  connected  with  appointments  to 
places  within  the  Civil  Service,  no  person  can  be  appointed  to  or 
hold  the  place  except  such  person  has  been  certified  to  your 
Board  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  as  eligible  for  appointment 
or  election.

It  appears  also  that  the  Moon-street  Evening  School,  formerly 
conducted  in  the  vicinity,  has  been  discontinued  and  the  pupils  of 
that  school  are  now  included  among  those  attending  the  Eliot 
School,  which  occupies  not  only  the  Eliot  School-house  but  an 
adjoining  building,  the  Christopher  Columbus  School  house,  as 
well.   It  further  appears  that  the  Committee  on  Evening  Schools, 
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by  whose  action  the  Moon-street  school  was  discontinued 
and  the  pupils  transferred  to  the  Eliot  School,  were 
of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Mooers  should  be  compensated  for  the 
additional  work  and  responsibility  thereby  imposed  upon  him, 
and  made  suoh  a  recommendation  to  this  committee,  and  that 
the  equities  of  the  case  are  therefore  in  favor  of  Mr.  Mooers.

I  have  before  me  the  following  order  of  your  Board: 

Ordered,  That  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  ob- 
tained as  to  whether  or  not  the  election  of  the  special  instructor 
of  military  drill  can  be  undertaken  at  this  time. 

An  affirmative  answer  to  this  question  might  lead  to  there  being 
two  special  instructors  of  military  drill.  This  I  understand, 
however,  not  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Board  as  evidenced  by 
the  use  of  the  word  "  the  "  in  the  question,  as  it  speaks  of  "  the 
special  instructor  of  military  drill.11 

I  am  informed  that  there  is  already  a  special  instructor  of 
military  drill.  I  have  no  doubt  that  he  is  a  teacher  and  holds  his 
place  at  the  pleasure  of  the  School  Committee  under  section  31 
of  chapter  42  of  the  Revised  Laws,  which  provides  that  "the 
School  Committee  may  dismiss  any  teacher  from  employment 
and  he  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  services  rendered  after 
such  dismissal.*1  If  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  have  only 
one  special  instructor  of  military  drill  the  present  incumbent 
must  be  dismissed  before  a  person  is  elected  to  take  his  place. 
This  dismissal  or  discharge,  if  it  were  not  for  your  rules,  might

be  effected  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  a  special  instructor  in 
military  drill  was  chosen.

The  rules  of  the  School  Committee, 
however,  provide  how  dismissals,  discharges  and  appointments 
shall  be  made.  These  rules  can  be  repealed  or  suspended  by  the 
School  Committee,  but  until  suspended  or  repealed  are  in  force, 
and  would  prevent  the  election  of  a  special  instructor  of  military 
drill  at  this  time  unless  it  were  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  have 
two  incumbents  in  the  same  place.

To  the  School  Committee : 

In  accordance  with  Section  36,  Chapter  2,  of  the  Rules  of  the 
School  Board,  the  Committee  on  Accounts  present  herewith  in 
detail,  the  amount  which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  for  the  financial 
year  3905-1906. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  has  certified  that  the  average  taxable 
valuation  of  the  city,  which  forms  the  basis  for  computing  the 
sum  allowed  the  School  Committee  for  the  present  year,  amounts 
to  $1,206,644,267.16.  Three  and  forty  one-hundredths  on  each 
thousand  dollars  of  this  valuation  (the  rate  fixed  by  Chapter  448 
of  the  Acta  of  1901)  amounts  to  $4,102,590.50,  and  to  this  sum 
should  be  added  an  excess  of  income  over  that  estimated  for 
1904-1905  of  $7,798.46,  and  a  probable  income  of  $49,000  for  the 
present  year,  making  a  total  amount  of  $4,159,388.96.  This  is 
the  total  legal  limit  which  the  School  Committee  can  appropriate 
for  all  purposes  during  the  present  year.  Of  this  amount,  not 
less  than  $301,661.07  (at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  on  each 
thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation)  must  be  appropriated  solely 
for  repairs  and  alterations  of  school  buildings;  and  $482,657.70 
(at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valua- 
tion) solely  for  the  purchase  of  lands  and  additions  to  school- 
yards and  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  new  school  buildings.

Miss  Baker  became  principal  of  the  Dudley  School 
for  Girls  (later  the  Dillaway  School),  in  Roxbury,  in 
1861,  continuing  as  such  after  the  annexation  of  Rox- 
bury in  1868,  and  was  at  the  time  of  her  death  the 
senior  grammar  master  in  point  of  service  in  that 
position.  She  was  the  first,  and  for  many  years  the 
only,  woman  holding  the  position  of  principal  of  a 
grammar  district  in  this  city,  and  administered  the 
interests  committed  to  her  care  with  marked  ability  and 
zeal.  Of  refined  character,  dignified  in  deportment, 
well  equipped  in  all  the  qualities  essential  to  sfiocess  in 
her  profession,  Miss  Baker  achieved  an  enviable  repu- 
tation for  herself  and  her  school,  and  enjoyed  not 
only  the  affection  of  her  pupils  and  teachers,  but  the 
confidence  and  esteem  of  the  community,  whose  educa- 
tional interests  were  her  constant  and  unremitting  care.

In  memory  of  this  faithful  service  we  place  this  brief 
tribute  upon  our  records  in  appreciation  and  regret.

depriving  many  earnest  and  faithful  pupils  of  the  only

To  the  School  Committee : 

I  return  without  my  approval  your  order  of  March  14,  1905, 
fixing  the  salary  of  the  janitor  of  the  Horace  Mann  School-house 
at  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  year.  This  is  an  increase  from 
$792,  and  no  reason  for  it  has  been  given  in  any  communication 
to  me,  nor  do  the  minutes  of  your  meeting  disclose  any. 
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The  salary  now  paid  is  in  accordance  with  the  schedule 
adopted  January  5,  1004,  and,  without  any  reference  to  the  merits 
of  this  particular  case,  I  am  unalterably  opposed  to  disturbing 
this  schedule,  which  was  agreed  upon  after  a  great  amount  of 
careful  study  and  deliberation.  This  is  the  first  attempt  to  break 
it  down.  If  this  increase  were  approved  the  precedent  would  be 
a  bad  one,  and  I  believe  that  the  result  would  be  a  return  to  the 
undesirable  condition  of  affairs  which  existed  prior  to  the  adop- 
tion of  that  schedule.

In  reply  to  the  order  of  your  Board  of  the  28th  in  regard  to  the  °*B;  *^£*f 

completion  of  the  grounds  of  the  South  Boston  High  School,  I  goutn  Boston 

beg  to  report  as  follows:  HlghSchool- 

The  plan  for  grading  the  narrow  strip  belonging  to  the  South  house. 
Boston  High  School  immediately  behind  the  school  building, 
and  the  grounds  between  this  line  and  the  monument  was  pre- 
pared in  October,  1902,  at  the  request  of  this  Department,  by 
Messrs.  Peabody  &  Stearns,  architects  for  the  Dorchester  Heights 
monument,  and  Mr.  Herbert  D.  Hale,  the  architect  of  the  South 
Boston  High  School  This  design  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Grounds  and  of  this  Board.  At  that  time, 
this  Board  had  received  an  appropriation  of  $90,000  to  enable 
them  to  complete  the  work  turned  over  to  them  incomplete  by 
the  School  Committee.  This  sum  was  insufficient  to  complete 
the  various  unfinished  schools.  An  account  of  this  $00,000  will 
be  found  in  the  first  and  second  annual  reports  of  this  Board. 
About  $5,000  was  expended  in  grading  the  remainder  of  the 
grounds  of  the  South  Boston  High  School.  The  ground  at  the 
rear  was  left  ungraded  until  such  time  as  the  Board  could  act  in 
concert  with  the  City  of  Boston,  and  also,  perhaps,  the  State,  if 
they  were  willing  to  help  in  this  matter,  to  have  an  uniform 
scheme  carried  through.  The  Board  has  never  had  any  money 
that  was  available  for  this  purpose  since  the  $90,000  was  expended, 
unless  they  use  the  money  set  aside  for  the  repairs  of  schools. 
Owing  to  the  action  of  the  legislature  last  winter  in  approving 
the  bill  presented  by  the  School  Committee,  and  the  action  of  the 
Common  Council  in  endorsing  this  act,  the  Board  have  found 
themselves  obliged  to  pay  expenses  of  this  Department  to  the 
extent  of  $25,000  a  year  out  of  this  repair  account,  and  do  not, 
under  these  circumstances,  feel  justified  in  taking  such  extraordi- 
nary expenses  as  grading  out  of  the  account  appropriated  for 
repairs.  There  is,  therefore,  at  present  no  money  available  in  this 
Department  for  doing  their  share  of  this  work,  and  we  are  not 
informed  whether  the  Public  Grounds  Department  have  any  funds 
available,  or  whether  the  State  is  willing  to  assist  in  this  matter.

Mr.  Cushing  also  offered  the  following  minority 
report : 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
Regulations,  do  not  believe  that  the  order  should  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Supplies.  The  order  contemplates  the  creation 
of  a  new  position,  that  of  Purchasing  Agent ;  such  a  matter  comes 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, and  there  seems  no  good  reason  why  this  committee  should 
rid  themselves  of  this  responsibility  even  if  they  could  do  so 
within  the  rules,  and  place  on  another  committee  the  duty  of 
recommending  to  the  Board  a  change  in  the  rules. 

The  question  of  the  creation  of  the  new  office  of  Purchasing 
Agent  is  so  important  that  it  is  perhaps  well  to  bring  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  the  system  under  which  our  buying  is  done. 
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Technically,  there  is  at  present  no  purchasing  agent.  The 
Committee  on  Supplies  have  exclusive  authority  to  furnish  all 
materials,  advertise  for  proposals,  and  make  contracts  for  school 
supplies  (see  Rules  and  Regulations,  Sect.  40,  Paragraphs  1,  2, 
and  3).  It  has,  however,  been  the  practice  of  the  Committee 
on  Supplies  for  many  years,  to  employ  as  their  buying  agent, 
Mr.  Porter,  who  also  holds  the  position  of  Auditing  Clerk,  and 
certain  other  clerks  in  the  service  of  the  Board  who  buy  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  Mr.  Porter. 

Under  the  rules  (Chap.  VII.,  Sect.  05)  the  Auditing  Clerk  must 
attend  and  keep  a  record  of  the  meetings  of  the  Committee  on 
Supplies;  must  perform  his  duties  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Supplies  (Sect.  93)  as  well  as  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts;  must  submit  a  detailed  yearly  account  of  purchases 
to  the  Committee  on  Supplies  (Sect.  96).  There  seems  to  be  no 
rule  which  compels  the  Committee  on  Supplies  to  employ  the 
Auditing  Clerk  as  Purchasing  Agent.  The  Committee  on  Sup- 
plies seem  to  have  full  authority  to  buy  themselves,  or  to  employ, 
*o  buy  for  them,  any  person  now  in  the  employ  of  the  School 
Committee.  They  naturally  have  no  power  to  create  any  new 
position  without  the  authorization  of  the  Board. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  to  audit  all  bills 
(Sect.  36,  Paragraph  4)  and  it  is  particularly  the  duty  of  the  Audit- 
ting  Clerk  to  prepare  the  pay-rolls  and  audit  all  the  bills  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  (Sects.  93,  94).  The 
Committee  on  Accounts,  after  having  examined  all  the  bills,  then 
make  a  requisition  on  the  City  Auditor  for  the  payment  of  such  as 
they  have  approved.  These  bills  are  then  audited  by  the  City 
Auditor  in  the  same  manner  that  the  bills  of  any  other  depart- 
ment of  the  city  government  are  audited. 

To  recapitulate  briefly.  The  Committee  on  Supplies  buy. 
The  Committee  on  Accounts  audit  the  bills.  The  bills  are 
further  audited  by  the  City  Auditor.  This  seems  to  the  under- 
signed a  system  under  which  the  city  is  as  well  protected  against 
fraud  as  it  would  be  under  any  the  Board  can  devise. 

It  so  happens  that  the  custom  has  grown  up  for  the  Committee 
on  Supplies  to  buy  through  Mr.  Porter.  This  is  because  Mr. 
Porter  has  proved  himself  to  be  an  extraordinarily  efficient  buyer 
and  a  most  trustworthy  publio  official.  He  saves  the  city  every 
year  a  large  sum  of  money  both  in  the  buying  and  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  supplies.  The  main  part  of  Mr.  Porter's  work  is,  how- 
ever, in  the  preparation  of  the  pay-rolls.  The  buying  has  been  so 
systematized  that  it  takes  comparatively  little  time. 

The  undersigned  therefore  report,  and  in  this  other  members 
of  the  committee,  it  is  believed,  concur,  that  in  their  opinion  the 
creation  of  the  position  of  Purchasing  Agent  is  unnecessary; 
that  it  would  destroy  a  system  which  has  worked  satisfactorily 
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for  many  years;  that,  far  from  preventing  fraud,  the  substitution 
of  a  new  man  for  Mr.  Porter  would  tend  to  make  possible  a  large 
increase  in  the  cost  of  supplies — and  they  therefore  recommend 
that  no  further  action  be  taken  on  the  order  referred.

Mr.  Ernst,  for  the  Committee  on  Salaries,  reported 
that  in  their  opinion  the  present  schedule  governing 
the  compensation  of  janitors  of  grammar  and  primary 
school-houses  ought  also  to  be  applied  to  the  various  high 
school-houses,  to  the  end  that  the  salaries  of  such 
employees  may  be  equitably  adjusted  in  proportion  to 
the  sizes  of  the  several  buildings  affected,  as  determined 
by  actual  measurement.  The  committee  therefore 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  appended  order : 

Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  the  janitors  of  the  sev- 
eral buildings  owned  and  occupied  by  the  city  as  Latin 
and  high  schools  shall  be  established  in  accordance 
with  the  schedule  of  compensation  for  janitor  service 
applicable  to  other  school  buildings,  and  adopted  by  this 
Board  Jan.  5,  1904  ;  provided,  however,  that  the  sched- 
ule rate  of  compensation  for  heating,  ventilating  and 
superintendence  of  the  Public  Latin  School-house  shall 
be  divided  as  follows :  Twenty  per  centum  to  the  janitor 
of  the  Public  Latin  School-house,  and  eighty  per  centum 
to  the  janitor  of  the  English  High  School-house.  Such 
schedule  shall  take  effect  Sept.  1,  1905,  and  continue 
until  otherwise  ordered ;  and  the  areas  used  in  the  deter- 
mination of  such  salaries  shall  be  such  as  shall  have 
been  respectively  certified  by  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian, 
and  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Salaries.

The  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  (R.  Lb.  Ch.  65,  Sects.  13-18;  Acts 
1902,  Ch.  531)  provide  that  the  school  committee  of  the  city  of 
Boston  may  make  regulations  relative  to  the  exercise  of  the  trade 
of  bootblacking  and  to  the  sale,  by  persons  under  the  age  of  four- 
teen years,  in  the  city  of  Boston  of  books,  newspapers,  pamphlets, 
fuel,  fruits,  provisions,  ice,  live  animals,  brooms,  agricultural  im- 
plements, hand  tools  uBed  in  making  boots  and  shoes,  agricultural 
products  of  the  United  States,  and  the  products  of  their  own 
labor  or  the  labor  of  their  families,  and  may  prohibit  such  sales 
or  such  trade  or  may  require  such  a  person  to  obtain  from  the 
school  committee  a  license  therefor  to  be  issued  on  terms  and 
conditions  prescribed  in  such  regulations. 

The  power  to  prohibit  or  regulate  such  trade  or  such  sales  by 
minors  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  or  to  require  a  license 
therefor,  is  vested  in  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen.  No 
other  articles  can  be  lawfully  sold  by  hawkers  or  pedlers  unless 
duly  licensed  in  the  manner  provided  in  R.  Ls.,  Ch.  65,  Sects.  19 
et  seq. 

No  person  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  can  therefore  exer- 
cise the  trade  of  bootblacking,  or  engage  in  hawking  or  peddling, 
in  the  city  of  Boston,  unless  licensed  by  the  school  committee. 

The  school  committee  has  covered  the  subject  matter  of 
11  Minors1  licenses,'1  which  means,  of  course,  licenses  of  minors 
under  fourteen,  by  its  regulations.  Chap.  28,  SectB.  356-859. 

Your  committee  feel  that  three  changes  are  advisable  in  con- 
nection with  this  matter.  First :  An  amendment  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  to  prohibit  the  issue  of  such  licenses  to  females. 
Second  :  The  creation  of  some  effective  means  of  seeing  that  per- 
sons to  whom  such  licenses  are  issued,  conform  to  the  conditions 
thereof.  Third:  The  creation  of  some  effective  means  of  seeing 
that  persons  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  to  whom  such  licenses 
have  not  been  issued,  are  not  permitted  to  exercise  the  trade  of 
bootblacking  or  to  engage  in  hawking  or  peddling. 

Your  committee  feel  that  it  is  injurious  to  the  morals  of  indi- 
vidual females,  and  is  highly  injurious  therefore  to  the  welfare  of 
the  community,  to  permit  girls  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  to 
act  as  bootblacks,  or  to  hawk  or  peddle  in  the  streets  or  public 
places  of  a  great  city.  The  dangers  to  which  such  girls  are  ex- 
posed at  an  age  when  they  require  the  utmost  home  oversight 
need  not  be  detailed.  They  are  sufficiently  obvious  to  all.  The 
fact  that  in  some  families  labor  by  girls  under  the  age  of  fourteen 
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years  is  required  for  the  support  of  the  family,  does  not  seem  to 
your  committee  a  sufficient  objection  to  what  they  propose.  The 
problem  of  a  girl's  life  is  very  different  from  that  of  a  boy's. 
She  needs  to  be  safe-guarded  from  the  insults,  abuse,  and  tempta- 
tions of  the  streets,  and  defended  by  the  public,  rather  than  be 
made  the  instrument  for  obtaining  the  few  paltry  cents  often  given 
oat  of  pity.  No  one  who  is  at  all  familiar  with  the  question  will 
deny  that  the  newsboy  is  subject  to  many  temptations,  and  that  the 
habits  acquired  while  selling  papers  have  resulted  in  the  downfall 
of  many  a  boy.  If  this  is  true,  how  much  more  true  may  it  not 
be  as  it  relates  to  girls  in  view  of  the  added  temptations.  There 
are  occupations  enough  for  girls  out  of  school  hours  where  they 
can  be  sheltered  and  protected  to  a  greater  extent  than  they  could 
possibly  be  in  hawking  and  peddling,  such  as,  for  example,  taking 
care  of  infants,  assisting  in  housework,  or  helping  in  neighboring 
stores.  These  occupations  may  not  appeal  as  much  to  young  girls 
as  does  the  excitement  of  street  life.  They  appear  to  your  com- 
mittee, however,  to  be  vastly  more  wholesome.  Even  if  no  such 
occupations  were  open  to  girls  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years, 
your  committee  feel  that  it  might  be  better  for  the  public  welfare 
that  such  families  as  absolutely  require  such  labor  from  such  young 
girls  for  support,  receive  charity  rather  than  to  have  the  com- 
munity run  the  risk  of  the  dangers  to  which  these  young  girls 
would  otherwise  be  exposed.  There  are,  however,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  sufficient  occupations  for  girls  under  the  age 
of  fourteen  years  not  to  require  their  exposure  to  street  life.  One 
who  has  done  much  work  among  criminals  says  that  one  of  the 
greatest  dangers  to  young  girls  comes  from  drunken,  irresponsible 
men  who  are  here  to-day  and  out,  no  one  knows  where,  tomorrow, 
and  your  committee  believe  that  it  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the 
Board  to  protect  these  from  such  things  as  are  seen  and  heard  in 
our  streets. 

Tour  committee  have  solicited  and  received  the  written  opinion 
of  fifteen  organizations  interested  in  child-life  and  active  in  social 
work,and  they  have  been  substantially  unanimous  in  their  approval 
of  the  course  which  your  committee  have  the  honor  to  recommend. 
It  is  also  to  be  observed  that  the  enacting  of  such  amendment 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  as  your  committee  recommend  does 
not  have  the  positive  prohibitive  force  of  an  act  of  legislation, 
but,  like  any  other  rule  or  regulation,  may  be  suspended  by  the 
▼ote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  if  a  case  presents 
itself  which  in  the  opinion  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present  should  be  exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  general 
rule.  The  recommendation  of  your  committee  on  this  point  is 
therefore,  in  substance,  that  no  license  shall  be  granted  to  a  girl 
under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  unless  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  deem  it  advisable. 
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Your  committee  have  investigated  the  matter,  and  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  conditions  on  which  licenses  are  granted,  set  forth 
in  Sect.  368  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  are  frequently  violated. 
They  seem  as  a  whole  salutary  regulations  to  your  committee,  and 
your  committee  believe  that  they  should  be  enforced.  No  effective 
method  exists,  however,  of  ascertaining  whether  the  licensees 
conform  to  the  conditions  on  which  the  licenses  are  issued.  Your 
committee  recommend  that  it  be  made  part  of  the  duties  of  the 
truant  officers  to  follow  up  and  see  to  it  that  licensees  conform  with 
the  rules  and  regulations  governing  that  subject,  and  that  amend- 
ment be  made  to  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  duty  of 
truant  officers  to  that  end. 

The  law  provides  (Acts  of  1902,  Chap.  681)  that  a  minor  who  sells 
such  articles  or  exercises  such  trade  without  a  license  if  one  is 
required,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars 
for  each  offence.  Your  committee  feel  that  the  system  of  licenses 
can  be  properly  administered  only  by  adequate  prevention  of  per- 
sons under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  who  have  not  received 
licenses  from  exercising  the  privileges  granted  to  licensees.  Your 
committee  feel  that  an  effective  means  toward  this  end  would  be 
to  have  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  Boston 
detail  one  or  more  patrolmen  or  inspectors  to  the  duty  of  seeing 
to  it  that  persons  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  who  have  not 
received  licenses,  be  not  permitted  to  exercise  the  trades  of  boot- 
blacking,  or  hawking,  or  peddling.  Your  committee  also  believe 
that  teachers  should  exercise  more  care  and  satisfy  themselves 
fully  with  regard  to  the  age,  health,  and  other  conditions  of  sucb 
of  their  pupils  as  wish  to  obtain  licenses,  before  approving  their 
applications  therefor. 

Your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing orders: 

1.  Ordered,  That  the  rules  and  regulations  be  amended  so  as 
to  prohibit  the  issue  of  "  Minors1  licenses  "  to  females. 

2.  Ordered,  That  all  "  Minors'  licenses"  granted  to  females 
be  and  hereby  are  revoked. 

3.  Ordered,  That  the  rules  and  regulations  be  amended  so  as 
to  require  truant  officers  to  see  to  it  that  persons  to  whom  licenses 
are  issued  conform  to  the  conditions  of  the  licenses,  and  to  report 
cases  of  violations  to  the  Superintendent. 

4.  Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  of  the 
city  of  Boston  be  requested  to  detail  one  or  more  patrolmen  or 
inspectors  to  the  duty  of  seeing  to  it  that  persons  under  the  age 
of  fourteen  years  who  have  not  received  licenses,  be  not  permitted 
to  exercise  the  trades  of  bootblacking,  or  hawking,  or  peddling; 
and  that  your  committee  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorised  and  directed 
to  appear  before  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  of  the  city 
of  Boston  to  that  end.

Mr.  Cushing,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations, to  whom  was  referred  —  May  9  —  a  communi- 
cation from  the  Secretary  submitting  a  statement  show- 
ing the  number  of  times  the  fire  alarm  signal  has  been 
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given  in  school  buildings  between  Sept.  1,  1904,  and 
April  1, 1905,  recommended  the  passage  of  the  following 
order  amending  the  regulations  with  regard  to  fire  drills, 
andfurther  recommended  that  the  Superintendent  include 
in  the  monthly  reports  made  to  his  office  by  the  princi- 
pals of  the  various  schools  and  districts  the  question 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  alarm  signal  has  been  sounded 
and  the  fire  drill  held,  as  required  by  the  regulations : 
Ordered,  That  the  regulations  be  amended  as 
follows : 

Sect.  197.  Strike  out  the  words  "from  September  to  April"  in 
the  thirteenth  line,  and  substitute  in  place  thereof  the  words  : — 
during  the  school  year,  — so  that  the  section  will  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  197.  Each  principal  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for  the 
use  of  the  yards  and  outbuildings  as  shall  insure  their  being  kept 
in  a  neat  and  proper  condition;  he  shall  examine  them  as  often  as 
may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose ;  he  shall  be  held  responsible 
for  any  want  of  cleanliness  on  the  premises,  and  when  anything  is 
out  of  order  he  shall  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  School- 
house  Custodian.  Each  principal  shall  give  such  instructions  to 
his  assistants  as  will  prepare  them  to  act  prudently  and  promptly 
in  case  of  a  fire  in  the  school  building;  and  he  shall  so  train  the 
pupils  that,  at  a  given  signal,  they  will  leave  the  school-house  in 
order  and  speedily.  The  fire-alarm  signal  shall  be  given  at  least 
once  each  month  during  the  school  year.  Each  principal  shall 
see  that  the  outside  doors  of  all  the  school  buildings  of  his  dis- 
trict are  kept  unlocked  during  school  hours. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  adopted,  and  the  order  passed  to  a  second 
reading. 

Mr.  Cushing,  for  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  Beportoi 
referred —  May  23  —  a  report  and  order  relative  to  the  BriLes*n&  °U 
eligibility  of  male  graduates  of  the  Normal  School  for  ^*£/J1tl0,18f; 
appointment  as  instructors  of  various  ranks,  reported  male  graduates 
that  they  are  not  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  order  8^01^ 
as  referred.     They  recommend  the  passage  of  the  ap-  appointment, 
pended  order,  the  terms  of  which  are  in  conformity  with  134.] 
the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors : 
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Ordered,  That  the  regulations  be    amended  as  fol- 
lows : 

Sect.  127.  Insert  the  following  paragraph  immediately  after 
the  paragraph  beginning  :  "  Grammar  School,  Class  A  "  :— 

Grammar  School,  Special :  To  assistants  of  Grammar  and 
Primary  Schools,  and  of  Evening  High  and  Evening  Elementary 
Schools  [*  and  to  substitutes  for  sub-masters,  and  for  first  assist- 
ants of  grammar  schools,  and  for  assistants  in  day  high  schools]. 

Sect.  128.  Insert  the  following  immediately  after  the  para- 
graph numbered  4,  renumbering  the  following  paragraphs  to 
correspond  : 

5.  For  the  Grammar  School'  certificate,  Special  :  Graduation 
from  a  college  or  university  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  graduation  from  the  Boston  Normal  School. 

Sect.  288.  Strike  out  the  section  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following  : 

Sect.  283.  A  diploma  of  graduation  from  the  Normal  School, 
issued  after  the  year  1872,  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  receive  a 
certificate  of  qualification,  Grammar  School,  Class  B;  but  those 
who  take  the  kindergarten  course  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  cer- 
tificates of  qualification  as  teachers  of  Kindergartens  and  Primary 
Schools  only.  Graduates  of  the  Normal  School  who  at  the  time 
of  admission  were  graduates  of  Universities  or  Colleges  approved 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  281,  shall  be  granted  a  Special 
Grammar  School  certificate  for  College  Graduates,  and,  after  two 
years  of  service  [*  either]  as  assistants  [*  or  as  substitutes]  in  the 
public  day  schools  of  Boston,  the  holders  of  these  Special  Gram- 
mar School  certificates  may  be  granted  certificates  of  qualification, 
Grammar  School,  Class  A ;  provided  they  have  shown  in  a  way  satis- 
factory to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  they  possess  such  knowl- 
edge of  the  principles  and  practice  of  education  and  such  superior 
ability  in  teaching  and  governing  schools  as  would  warrant  their 
appointments  as  sub-masters  or  first  assistants .  When  teachers  are 
to  be  employed  in  the  public  schools,  graduates  of  this  school 
shall  have  the  preference,  other  things  being  equal. 

Minority  Mrs.  Duff  offered  the  following  minority  report  and 

order : 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
Regulations,  recommends  the  passage  of  the  following  order, 
presented  by  the  Committee  on  Normal  School,  May  23,  1005: 

Order  ed.  That  male  graduates  of  the  Normal  Sohool  holding 
special  grammar  school  certificates,  be  eligible  for  appointment

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as  assistants  in  grammar,  evening  elementary  and  evening  high 
schools,  and  shall  he  allowed  to  substitute  as  principal,  sub- 
masters  or  first  assistants  of  grammar  schools,  and  as  assistants 
in  day  high  schools. 

This  order  provides,  in  addition  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  that  men  graduates  of  colleges  who  are  also 
graduates  of  the  Boston  Normal  School,  shall  be  permitted  to 
substitute  as  masters,  sub-masters  and  first  assistants  of  grammar 
schools,  and  assistants  in  day  high  schools. 

Some  of  the  reasons  for  requesting  that  these  young  men  be 
allowed  to  substitute  in  the  above  positions  may  be  readily 
deduced  by  a  perusal  of  the  two  following  recommendations  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

In  Board  of  Supervisors,  April  12,  1904. 
*     *     *     *     the  Board  of  Supervisors  recommends  that  the 
regulations  be  amended  as  follows: 

Chapter  XI.  Add  the  following  section  to  the  chapter: 
Sect.  132.  Persons  otherwise  well  qualified,  but  lacking  experi- 
ence in  teaching  school  required  for  any  of  the  certificates  of 
qualification  mentioned  in  Sections  127  and  128,  may,  after  pass- 
ing a  satisfactory  examination,  receive  from  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors  a  Temporary  License  to  teach;  which  license  shall  be  valid 
for  one  year  only  from  the  date  of  its  issue,  and  shall  qualify  the 
holder  to  serve  as  substitute  and  temporary  teacher  in  the  day 
schools,  and  as  an  assistant  in  the  evening  schools,  educational 
centres  and  vacation  schools.  A  Temporary  License  to  teach 
may  be  renewed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  upon  satisfactory 
evidence  of  successful  teaching  under  the  expired  license,  but  no 
renewal  of  such  a  Temporary  License  shall  be  granted  to  persons 
who  have  an  amount  of  experience  in  teaching  school  sufficient  to 
entitle  them  to  admission  to  the  examination  for  a  certificate  of 
qualification. 

Ik  Board  of  Supervisors,  Feb.  13,  1905. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  already  recommended  that  a 
special  grammar  school  certificate  be  granted  to  college  gradu- 
ates who  are  also  graduates  of  the  Normal  School.  This 
certificate  will  entitle  the  holder  to  teach  as  an  assistant  in  a 
grammar  school,  an  evening  elementary  school  and  in  the  evening 
high  schools.  After  successful  experience  has  been  shown,  this 
certificate  is  to  be  extended  to  cover  higher  positions.  The  Board 
of  Supervisors  believe  that  until  such  successful  experience  has 
been  shown,  the  service  of  holders  of  these  certificates  should  be 
limited  to  the  positions  covered  by  the  certificate  already  recom- 
mended.   It  is  therefore  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
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that  it  is  inadvisable  at  the  present  time  to  allow  male  graduates 
of  the  Normal  School  holding  grammar  school  certificates,  to 
substitute  in  the  day  high  schools  or  as  principals,  sab-masters 
or  first  assistants  of  grammar  schools.

It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  report  of  April  12,  1904,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  willing  to  take  candidates  without  experience  from 
anywhere  and  everywhere,  and  give  them  permission  to  become 
substitutes  and  temporary  teachers  in  every  grade  of  every  school 
in  the  city  of  Boston,  from  principal  in  the  Normal  School  to 
assistant  in  the  kindergarten. 

In  the  report  of  Feb.  13,  1905,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  debars 
Boston  young  men,  who  are  graduates  of  colleges  and  who  have 
completed  the  requirements  of  a  normal  training  exacted  by  the 
rules  and  regulations,  from  even  substituting  in  the  higher  grades 
of  the  grammar  schools  and  in  the  high  schools,  although  requir- 
ing that  successful  experience  be  shown  before  these  young  men 
can  be  granted  a  higher  grade  certificate. 

To  the  undersigned,  this  appears  to  be  decided  discrimination 
against  Boston  young  men  who  are  about  to  graduate  from  the 
Normal  School.  Furthermore,  the  privilege  of  substituting,  if 
granted  to  these  young  men,  cannot  be  detrimental  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  schools,  as  it  is  very  evident  that  only  those  who 
are  successful  will  be  retained  as  substitutes  by  the  masters 
governing  the  schools  in  which  they  are  employed. 

To  give  these  substitute  privileges  to  these  young  men  simply 
allows  them  opportunities  for  acquiring  such  experience  as  is  de- 
manded by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  attaining  of  the  higher 
grade  certificates,  and  it  will  still  remain  within  the  power  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  grantor  withhold  the  necessary  certificates 
which  are  required  for  regular  teaching  in  these  positions. 

If  these  substitute  privileges  are  not  granted  it  simply  means  that 
Boston  trained  young  men  —  graduates  of  colleges  or  universities — 
must  leave  this  city  for  any  community  which  will  accord  them 
the  privileges  denied  them  in  Boston;  yet  one  short  year  ago  onr 
educational  experts  were  willing  to  grant  all  these  privileges  and 
more,  with  munificent  generosity,  to  non-residents.

Mr.  Kennealy,  for  the  same  committee,  offered  the 
following : 

The  Committee  on  School  Houses,  to  whom  was  referred —  Report  of 
Apr.  25— a  petition  on  behalf  of  the  Boston  Primary  Teachers'  Committee  on 
Association,  that  provision  be  made  for  having  the  school-rooms  iceailin«  oi     * 
swept  more  than  twice  a  week,  and  washed  more  frequently  than  school 
they  are  at  present,  report  that  they  have  granted  a  hearing  thereon  buildings, 
and  have  carefully  considered  the  entire  subject  of   cleaning  LSeep.  146.] 
school  buildings.    It  appears  upon  investigation  that. Boston  does 
not  exact  as  high  a  standard  of  cleanliness  in  its  rules  for  janitors 
as  is  required  in  other  sections  of  the  country.    In  twenty  other 
large  cities  the  school-rooms  are  swept  daily,  as  compared  with 
twice  a  week  in  Boston.    In  many  of  these  twenty  cities  the 
floors  of  school-rooms  are  scrubbed  once  a  month,  or  ten  times  a 
year.    In  other  cities  the  scrubbings  are  less  frequent,  but  usually 
in  excess  of  the  former  requirement  in  Boston,  viz.,  once  a  year. 
In  February,  1904,  this  Board  abolished  the  rule  requiring  an 
annual  scrubbing  during  the  summer  vacation,  which  had  been 
in  force  for  many  years,  thus  relieving  the  janitors  of  an  amount 
of  work  of  an  approximate  value  of  $3,300  for  which  they  are 
paid  under  the  present  schedule  of  salaries.    In  March  of  the 
present  year  a  rule  was  adopted  that  floors  paved  with  marble, 
slate  or  terrazzo  be  washed  as  frequently  as  may  be  necessary  to 
keep  them  clean.    This,    however,   is  but  a  slight  additional 
requirement,  as  the  area  of  such  floors  is  but  a  small  percentage 
of  the  total  floor  area  of  our  school  buildings. 

Your  committee  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  a  high  stand- 
ard of  cleanliness  in  school  buildings  should  be  maintained,  but 
this  is  largely  a  question  of  expense.  If  the  finances  of  the 
School  Committee  would  warrant  such  action,  your  committee 
would  recommend  that  all  rooms  used  for  class  purposes,  corri- 
dors, stairways  and  sanitaries  be  swept  each  day,  that  such  floors 
be  scrubbed  at  least  three  times  a  year,  and  that  windows  be 
washed  inside  and  out  at  least  three  times  a  year,  and  on  the 
inside  only  at  least  once  a  month.  The  present  schedule,  however, 
does  not  include  payment  for  such  extra  work,  and  it  would  be 
unfair  to  require  the  janitors  to  perform  it  without  additional 
compensation. 

Tour  committee  also  believe  that  if  principals  and  other 
instructors  would  pay  more  attention  to  enforcing  Section  231  of 
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the  Regulations,  which  prescribes  that  pupils  must  come  to  school 
cleanly  in  person  and  dress,  and  endeavor  to  discourage  the 
tracking  of  dirt  into  school  buildings,  especially  in  muddy 
weather,  a  material  Improvement  in  the  condition  of  such  prem- 
ises would  not  fail  to  result. 

In  view  of  the  state  of  school  finances  for  the  current  year,  your 
committee  cannot  hope  to  obtain  a  further  appropriation  to  be 
expended  for  janitor  service.  They  therefore  reluctantly  recom- 
mend that  the  request  of  the  petitioners  be  referred  to  the  next 
School  Board.

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Norris  consecrated  his  life  to  the  duties  of 
his  profession,  and  as  a  teacher  exhibited  unfailing  conscien- 
tiousness, and  efficiency. 

Born  at  Chester,  N.  H.,  Nov.  22,  1843,  he  entered  the  Boston 
service  as  usher  in  the  Brimmer  School  in  December,  1868;  was 
appointed  sub-master  in  the  English  High  School  in  December, 
1870;  aa  master  in  the  same  school,  was  in  charge  of  its  branch  in 
East  Boston;  organized  and  was  the  first  prinoipal  of  the  East 
Boston  High  School,  and  became  head-master  of  the  Charlestown 
High  School  Sept.  7,  1885.  His  useful  activities  were  not  con- 
fined alone  to  his  school.  For  ten  years  he  served  as  Chairman  of 
the  School  Committee  of  Melrose,  where  he  lived,  and  was  promi- 
nent, both  as  a  member  and  as  a  speaker,  in  various  educational 
and  religious  olubs  and  associations.  His  absolute  integrity  and 
fidelity  to  duty  were  influences  that  added  essentially  to  his 
success  as  a  master,  and  in  obtaining  and  holding  the  friendship 
and  esteem  of  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  extends  to  the  widow,  children  and 
relatives  of  the  deceased  its  earnest  sympathy  in  their  bereave- 
ment, and  orders  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  suitably 
engrossed  and  sent  to  them,  and  also  that  the  resolutions  be 
entered  in  full  upon  the  records  of  the  Board.

It  is  my  painful,  though  manifest,  duty  to  officially  communi- 
cate to  you  the  deplorable  fact  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  the 
Honorable  Patrick  A.  Collins,  is  dead. 

Far  from  the  city  whose  affairs  he  directed  with  exalted 
wisdom  and  admirable  grace,  he  has  been  quickly  summoned 
to  the  Kingdom  of  his  God.  A  type  of  self-made  man,  than 
whom  none  was  higher,  has  closed  his  earthly  exile,  and  upon 
a  common  altar  the  entire  people  of  our  bereaved  city  kneel, 
breathing  to  heaven  a  fervent  prayer  that  the  immortal  soul  of 
Patrick  A.  Collins  may  rest  in  peace.  Nearly  all  the  major  years 
of  his  life  were  dedicated  to  public  service  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  the  record  that  survives  glitters  with  brilliant  achievement 
in  a  setting  of  stainless  and  rugged  character.  His  illustrious 
career  fitly  attests  the  possibilities  of  worldly  success,  without 
sacrifice  of  honor  or  manliness,  in  our  country  of  liberty,  equality 
and  opportunity.

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  : 

My  opinion  has  been  desired  on  the  following  question:  "Can 
the  School  Committee  assign  to  its  truant  officer  force  the  duty 
of  evening  supervision  of  licensed  minors?" 

The  duties  of  truant  officers  are  set  forth  in  chapter  46  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  particularly  in  section  13  of  that  chapter. 

Truant  officers  as  such  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  evening 
supervision  of  licensed  minors  or  with  their  supervision  day- 
times unless  they  have  reason  to  think  that  a  child  between 
seven  and  fourteen  who  is  a  bootblack,  pedler  or  hawker  is  really 
a  truant,  and  either  has  no  license  or  has  obtained  one  by  mistake 
or  by  fraud. 

By  chapter  531  of  the  Acts  of  1902  it  was  provided,  that  in  the 
case  of  persons  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  power  of  making  regulations  and  of  prescribing  terms 
and  conditions  and  issuing  licenses  should  be  vested  in  and  exer- 
cised by  your  Board.  Under  that  chapter  the  School  Committee 
can  make  any  reasonable  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  minors 
engaged  in  the  business  or  doing  the  kind  of  work  contemplated 
by  this  chapter  and  can  prescribe  the  conditions  on  which  licenses 
shall  be  granted  or  withdrawn.  It  can  give  to  any  persons  whom 
it  may  make  its  servants  or  agents  the  power  of  supervising 
licensed  minors,  whether  by  day  or  by  night,  in  order  to  ascertain 
if  they  are  proper  persons  to  have  licenses  or  are  complying 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  said  licenses  were 
issued.  This  duty  oan  be  given  to  the  truant  officer  force  with 
or  without  extra  compensation.  If  such  duties  were  given  to  the 
truant  officer  force  it  would  be  for  the  individuals  on  it  to  decide 
as  to  whether  they  would  continue  in  office  with  the  enlarged 
duties  or  would  give  up  the  employment.

93,668.  This  number  is  2,281  greater  than  the  corresponding 
number  on  September  80,  1004. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Normal  School  has  increased 
from  310  to  387,  a  gain  of  27.

Your  committee  are  indebted  to  the  various  advocates  of  the  £j*£B°n  8cbo°1 
proposed  measure  who  were  heard  at  a  recent  meeting,  for  a  clear 
and  forcible  presentation  of  their  case,  and  are  in  sympathy  with 
many  of  the  arguments  which  they  submitted  for  consideration. 
The  action  which  the  Board  is  asked  to  take,  however,  appears  to 
your  committee  to  be  inconsistent  with  an  impartial  administra- 
tion of  public  business,  to  lie  in  the  direction  of  specializing  for 
the  benefit  of  a  class,  and  to  be,  therefore,  inadvisable.  But 
apart  from  all  questions  of  sympathy  and  expedience,  and  para- 
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mount  to  every  other  consideration,  is  the  legal  aspect  of  the  esse, 
and  it  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  your  committee  that 
action  similar  to  that  suggested  has  already  been  declared  illegal 
by  the  courts  of  this  and  other  states.  Under  these  circumstances, 
your  committee  see  no  good  and  sufficient  reason  to  recommend 
the  adoption  of  a  course  that  might  lead  to  the  Board  becoming 
involved  in  legal  entanglements  over  a  matter  which  is  really  of 
industrial  and  not  of  educational  importance,  and  with  which  the 
Board  has  no  direct  concern.  Tour  committee  believe  that  under 
existing  laws  this  Board  in  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
particular  book  for  use  in  the  public  schools  should  be  governed 
entirely  by  the  educational  fitness  of  the  book,  and  not  by  any 
condition  of  its  manufacture. 

Tour  committee  are  therefore  constrained  to  recommend  that 
no  further  action  be  taken  in  this  matter,  and  that  the  City 
Council  be  so  informed.

Minority  The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Courses  of 

report.  Study  and  Text  Books,  begs  leave  to  differ  with  the  majority  of 

the  committee  in  its  statement  that "  under  existing  laws  this 
Board,  in  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any  particular  book  for 
use  in  the  public  schools,  should  be  governed  entirely  by  the 
educational  fitness  of  the  book,  and  not  by  any  condition  of  its 
manufacture.1' 

The  undersigned  submits  that,  while  u educational  fitness" 
should  be  the  first  and  most  vital  consideration,  yet  the  purchas- 
ing of  school  books  for  their  children  having  been  virtually  taken 
from  the  parents  by  the  free  text-book  law,  then  it  certainly 
must  devolve  upon  this  Board,  not  only  to  concern  itself  in  the 
condition  of  the  manufacture  of  the  same  school  books,  but  also 
to  so  legislate  that  the  financial  and  economic  interests  of  these 
parents  may  be  best  served. 

The  majority  report  has  set  forth  that  it  is  inadvisable  "  to 
specialize  for  the  benefit  of  a  class/1 

The  class  in  the  present  instance,  to  the  mind  of  the  under- 
signed, is  best  symbolized  by  the  few  publishers  whose  financial 
interests  alone  will  suffer  by  the  adoption  of  the  union  label  on 
text-books,  rather  than  by  the  82,000  persons  representing  organ- 
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ized  labor  who  desire  the  union  label  on  the  text-books  which 
their  children  must  use,  and  for  the  purchase  of  which  text-books 
this  Board  has  become  responsible  under  the  free  text-book  law. 

That  the  use  of  the  union  label  will  in  any  way  affect  the  adop- 
tion or  rejection  of  a  book  from  an  educational  standpoint  is 
preposterous;  first,  because  it  was  brought  out  repeatedly  at 
the  hearing  that  some  of  the  largest  publishers  who  have 
appeared  to  remonstrate  against  the  use  of  the  union  label  on 
Boston  school  books,  have  supplied  the  same  books  bearing  the 
union  label  in  other  cities  where  the  school  boards  required  the 
same,  and  that  without  extra  cost;  second,  not  a  single  publisher 
or  representative  of  a  publishing  house  would  say  that  if  Boston 
required  the  union  label  they  would  refuse  to  supply  the  Boston 
schools  with  their  publications. 

Regarding  the  legal  side  it  might  be  well  to  safeguard  the 
action  of  this  Board  by  the  insertion  of  the  clause,  "  where  it 
can  be  legally  done."  But  here  again  it  should  be  known  that 
all  the  citations  of  illegality  were  made  by  Mr.  Brandeis,  counsel 
for  the  publishers,  and  had  to  do  principally  with  legislation  in 
the  West,  where  the  influencing  of  legislatures  by  book  com- 
panies has  become  notorious,  and  these  citations  have,  I  think, 
not  been  verified. 

The  only  case  cited  in  this  State,  that  of  the  decision  of  the 
Court  upon  the  use  of  the  union  label  on  printed  matter  pur- 
chased by  the  city  of  Lowell,  the  undersigned,  having  made 
inquiry,  finds  to  be  as  follows: 

The  city  charter  of  Lowell  provides  that  all  purchases  of 
printed  matter  shall  be  made  of  the  lowest  bidder.  Therefore, 
the  purchase  of  only  such  printed  matter  as  bore  the  union  label 
was  declared  by  the  court  as  conflicting  with  the  provision  of 
the  city  charter. 

Inasmuch  as  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  safeguard  all  the 
interests  of  the  parents  of  our  school  children,  educational, 
industrial  and  financial,  in  the  matter  of  school  books,  it  is  the 
belief  of  the  undersigned  that  this  may  be  well  done  by  depend- 
ing in  great  measure  upon  the  decision  of  our  educational 
experts  regarding  the  selection  of  books  for  their  educational 
fitness  and  by  the  requiring  of  the  union  label  on  all  books  under 
the  provision  of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  purchase  for  text,  refer- 
ence and  supplementary  books,  only  such  publications  as  bear 
the  label  of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council.  This  order  to 
apply  only  to  text-books  and  reference  books  hereafter  purchased, 
and  when  it  can  legally  be  done.

My  opinion  has  been  requested  as  to  the  legality  of  the  order  Allied  Printing 
requiring  the  use  of  the  label  of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Coun-  Trades  Council 
cil  on  all  text-books  used  in  the  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston.  label  on  8Ch001 
The  order  referred  to  is  as  follows  :  °°  8" 

"  Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  purchase  for  text,  refer- 
ence, and  supplementary  books  only  such  books  as  bear  the  label 
of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council,  this  order  to  apply  only 
to  text  books  and  reference  books  hereafter  purchased  and  when 
t  can  be  legally  done.1' 
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The  last  clause  of  this  order  has  no  pertinence  to  the  inquiry 
made  of  me,  it  leaving  to  the  executive  officers  of  the  Board  the 
duty  of  deciding  as  to  the  legality  of  the  order. 

The  duties  of  the  School  Committee  in  reference  to  text-books 
are  found  for  the  most  part  in  ss.  34,  85,  86,  37  and  38  of  chapter 
42  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

Section  34  provides  that  the  School  Committee  shall  direct 
what  books  shall  be  used  in  the  public  schools. 

Section  35  provides  that  the  School  Committee  shall  at  the 
expense  of  the  town  purchase  text-books  and  other  school 
supplies  used  in  the  public  schools,  and,  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  it  may  prescribe,  loan  them  to  the  pupils. 

Section  36  provides  that  the  School  Committee  shall  make 
regulations  with  reference  to  the  care,  custody  and  distribution 
of  books  and  supplies  so  loaned. 

Section  37  provides  that  the  School  Committee  shall,  at  the 
expense  of  the  town  and  in  accordance  with  appropriations 
therefor  previously  made,  procure  apparatus,  reference  books  and 
other  means  of  illustration. 

In  my  opinion  the  School  Committee,  in  the  selection  and  pur- 
chase of  text-books  and  books  of  reference,  is  to  be  governed 
entirely  by  what  appears  to  it  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
pupils  who  are  to  be  instructed  and  of  the  city  as  the  purchaser 
of  the  books.  Books  are  to  be  selected  primarily  because  they 
are  the  best  vehicles  for  imparting  knowledge  to  the  pupils,  and 
then  consideration  is  to  be  given  to  the  question  of  cost  to  the 
city.  The  School  Committee  has  no  legal  right  to  take  into  con- 
sideration questions  of  political  economy  or  what  in  its  opinion 
would  be  the  best  rules  for  the  State  to  adopt  in  its  dealings  with 
organized  labor  or  with  home  manufactures.  It  cannot  direct 
that  no  text-books  shall  be  purchased  unless  written  by  American 
authors,  or  printed  in  America,  or  printed  and  bound  by  union 
labor  and  bearing  the  label  of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council. 
What  may  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  whole  community  in 
regard  to  such  matters  is  a  question  for  the  State  Legislature  or 
Congress,  not  for  the  School  Committee,  to  decide. 

Somewhat  similar  questions  have  been  before  the  courts  in 
other  states  and  the  decisions  have  all  been  against  the  authority 
of  city  councils  and  school  committees  to  make  rules  of  the  kind 
proposed.  See  Goddard  v.  Lowell,  179  Mass.  496;  Adams  r. 
Brennan,  177  111.  194;  Holden  v.  City  of  Alton,  179  111.  818; 
Atlanta  v.  Stein,  111  Ga.  789. 

In  the  last-named  case,  where  the  subject  under  consideration 
was  an  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Atlanta  that  "all  printing  of  what- 
ever character  used  for  or  by  the  City  of  Atlanta  shall  bear  the 
Allied  Printing  Trades  Council  Union  Label  of  Atlanta,'1  the 
court  say: 
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u  It  is  not  within  the  power  of  municipal  authorities  to  enact 
legislation  of  this  kind.  On  the  contrary,  with  all  respect  to  the 
members  of  the  City  Council,  we  are  constrained  to  hold  that  so 
doing  is  an  unwarranted  act  which  calls  for  judicial  inter- 
ference." 
In  my  opinion  the  order  if  passed  would  not  be. a  legal  one.

Mr.  Davit*  moved  the  substitution  of  the  minority 
report  for  that  of  the  majority. 

The  Chair  ruled  that,  in  view  of  the  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  it  was  not  competent  for  the 
Board  to  take  the  action  recommended  in  the  minority 
report,  and  the  question  then  came  on  the  adoption  of 
the  majority  report. 

The  majority  report  was  thereupon  accepted,  and  its 
recommendation  adopted. 

The  majority  and  minority  reports  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Third  Division  relative  to  the  principal  of  the 
Washington  District  (see  Minutes,  pp.  325,  326)  came 
up  for  action.

The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  the  Third  Division  Committee,  Majority  re- 
to  whom  were  referred  the  three  orders  offered  by  Mr.  Cushing  port  of  Com- 
on  October  24,  in  relation  to  the  Silverman  petition,  beg  leave  to  mittee  on 
report  that,  at  a  meeting  held  October  28,  they  voted  to  procure  r^^yg  *0    °n 
counsel  to  advise  them.    This  they  have  done  because  they  had  principal  of 
given  unlimited  time  to  the  petitioner  and  his  counsel,  had  held  Washington 
seven  sessions  and  spent  many  hours  listening  to  testimony,  and  Di8trlct- 
endeavoring  to  pass  fair  and  unbiased  judgment  on  the  case  under 
investigation,  only  to  be  severely  criticised  by  Mr.  Cushing  and  by 
implication  censured  by  the  Board  in  the  passage  of  that  gentle- 
man's orders. 
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As  the  majority  of  this  committee  felt  that  their  honesty  of 
decision  was  questioned  in  one  instance,  there  was  no  assurance 
that  it  would  not  be  again  questioned,  therefore  the  opinion  of 
a  legal  advisor,  as  the  basis  of  decision,  was  sought  with  the 
following  result:  that  your  committee  has  decided  that  it  has  no 
legal  right  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  as  all  wit- 
nesses who  presented  themselves  either  by  summons  of  counsel 
for  the  petitioners,  or  by  invitation  of  your  committee  (seepage 
147  of  the  testimony),  have  been  heard,  your  committee  feels  that 
it  has  fulfilled  its  duty  carefully,  thoroughly,  and  conscientiously. 

On  page  145  of  the  testimony,  Mr.  Ryan  demands  that  witnesses 
be  informed  "that  it  is  the  command  of  this  committee  that  they 
appear. ' ' 

On  page  147,  the  committee  voted  that  "  permission  is  given  to 
the  employees  of  the  School  Department  to  appear  at  this  hear- 
ing through  the  request  of  either  counsel,  if  said  employees  so 
desire.11 

On  page  195,  Mr.  McGlennen  says,  "  I  think  the  committee  has 
extended  the  proper  amount  of  courtesy  to  us  so  far  as  the  time 
of  the  hearings  is  concerned.11 

On  page  192,  Mr.  McClennen  says,  "  This  committee  has  fur- 
nished no  assistance  whatsoever  in  bringing  witnesses  before  it 
whom  they  could  control.''1 

In  view  of  the  above  quotations,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that 
there  is  no  contention  that  sufficient  time  was  not  given;  —the 
contention  being  that  witnesses  were  not  forced  to  appear  for  Mr. 
Silverman.  From  the  appended  citations  of  Mr.  John  H.  Casey, 
counsel  for  the  committee,  it  is  obvious  that  the  Board  has  no 
right  to  command  the  attendance  of  witnesses. 

These  being  the  facts,  the  majority  of  your  committee  feels 
that  to  reopen  this  investigation  would  be  in  the  nature  of  per- 
secution of  Mr.  Harrington. 

Mr.  Harrington  desires  that  the  members  of  the  Board  shall 
have  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  and,  with  consent  of  the  counsel  on 
both  sides,  your  committee  presents  to  the  Board  all  the  evidence 
that  was  given  in  court  on  the  charge  of  "the  misappropriation 
of  funds,11  notwithstanding  that  such  charge  has  never  been 
before  this  committee.     This  evidence  accompanies  this  report. 

The  evidence  on  this  charge  of  misappropriation,  together  with 
14  hearsay  evidence,11  was  all  that  was  ever  excluded  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Third  Division,  and  as  each  member  of  the  Board 
now  has  the  court  evidence  on  the  alleged  misappropriation  and 
321  pages  of  other  evidence,  including  all  that  was  given  on  the 
five  charges  preferred,  and  as  in  all  this  evidence  there  is  no  proof 
whatsoever  of  Mr.  Harrington's  having  violated  a  single  rule  of 
the  School  Board,  nor  having  been  guilty  of  actions  unfitting  him 
to  remain  a  master  in  the  city  of  Boston;  and,  as  at  the  very  time 
of  the  filing  of  the  petition,  Mr.  Conley,  the  Superintendent,  and 
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Mr.  White,  the  Supervisor  in  charge  of  the.  Washington  School, 
who  had  Mr.  Harrington  and  his  school  under  observation  during 
the  whole  period  of  his  mastership,  recommended  his  reappoint- 
ment as  principal  (see  Minutes),  it  therefore  becomes  the  duty  of 
the  School  Board  to  exonerate  Mr.  Harrington  and  do  all  in  its 
power  to  undo  the  terrible  results  of  the  unsustained  petition 
presented  by  a  man  who  under  oath  states  that  all  his  information 
was  received  from  disgruntled  teachers,  and  whose  educational 
prominence  comes  only  from  his  being  superintendent  of  the 
West  End  Educational  Union,  whose  nocturnal  carousals  where 
one  member  amused  himself  by  giving  another  member  a  "  whisky 
shampoo  "  (see  pages  222  and  223  of  the  evidence),  should  be 
enough  to  cast  discredit  on  its  superintendent,  who  was  present 
at  its  orgies. 

A  careful  perusal  of  the  testimony  of  the  Olin  boy,  pages 
156-176,  of  Dr.  Duff,  pages  226-231,  of  Miss  Fraser,  pages 
232-235,  of  Mr.  Harrington,  pages  279-283,  in  regard  to  the 
charge  suggesting  immorality  must  have  already  led  the  unpreju- 
diced members  to  agree  with  Judge  Adams  of  the  Municipal 
Court,  who,  in  speaking  of  the  Olin  boy,  says:  "  You  have  called 
a  boy,  the  Olin  boy,  who  appears  at  the  time  alleged  clearly 
L  non  compos,'  to  a  certain  extent,  and  he  has  testified  as  he  has. 
I  do  not  think  anyone  here  in  this  court-room  would  like  to  take 
as  truth  and  rely  on  it,  act  upon  anything  of  the  sort;  any  such 
kind  of  testimony  which  has  the  merest  shadow  of  truth  in 
it,  and  it  seems  was  unreliable  and  unusual  in  its  aspects,  is 
contradicted  by  himself  and  Miss  Fraser.11  (See  copy  of  Judge 
Adams's  finding  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Board.) 

In  conclusion,  this  majority  feels  that  those  members  of  the 
Board  who  desire  to  be  just  will  have  already  satisfied  themselves 
that  they  have  had  sufficient  time  and  sufficient  testimony  to 
warrant  them  in  passing  judgment  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board,  November  14.  As  for  the  others,  we  have  only  to  quote 
the  following  from  pages  54  and  55  of  the  testimony,  and  from 
the  published  utterances  of  Mr.  Cushing,  to  prove  that  in  their 
minds  charges  alone,  though  unproven,  are  enough  to  convict,  and 
upon  this  logic  Mr.  Harrington  is  already  condemned.  A  noted 
parallel  of  such  condemnation  is  to  be  found  in  the  celebrated 
"Dreyfus  case." 

Mr.  Cushing  said :  u  It  seems  to  me  that  when  a  master  has 
placed  himself  in  a  position  where  so  much  testimony  can  be 
brought  against  him,  his  usefulness  to  the  city  is  gone/1 

On  pages  54  and  55  of  the  testimony  is  found  the  following: 

Mr.  McClennen  said:  "I  should  like  to  submit,  Mr.  Chairman, 
that  when  you  are  dealing  with  the  character  of  a  teacher  in  the 
public  schools,  there  is  something  more  at  stake  than  the  question 
of  whether  he  is  actually  guilty  of  a  crime.  I  suppose  if  a  man 
with  the  general  reputation  in  the  community  of  being  a  thief,  if 
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you  please,  that  he  ought  not  to  be  a  member  of  the  public 
school  teaching  staff,  even  though  you  knew  that  he  was  not  a 
thief,  because  it  is  demoralizing  to  the  service  to  have  a  man 
whose  reputation  is  that  of  a  thief  at  the  head.  I  use  the 
word  thief  merely  to  point  my  remarks,  but  it  seems  to  me,  for 
that  reason,  not  merely  the  fact  of  a  particular  instance  of  crim- 
inality should  be  heard  by  you,  but  also  the  reputation  he  has  in 
the  community  as  to  his  character,  and  that  is  why  I  ask  these 
questions.'1 

Mr.  Murphy  said  :  "  May  it  please  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
gentlemen  of  the  committee,  this  is  the  first  time  in  my  life  that 
I  have  ever  heard  anyone  stand  up  and  say  that  because  certain 
people  believed  a  man  to  be  a  thief,  if  he  is  an  innocent  man, 
that  man  should  be  made  to  suffer.  If  such  a  rule  should  govern 
this  community  of  ours,  I  am  afraid  that  very  few  of  our  public 
men  would  hold  office.  I  know  that  I,  myself,  many  times  have 
suffered,  yet  I  claim  to  be  an  innocent  man.  For  I  have  had  my 
character  smirched  in  every  way  in  the  heat  of  a  political  cam- 
paign. I  submit  further,  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen,  that 
hearsay  evidence  attacking  a  man's  character  is  absolutely  inad- 
missible in  any  hearing,  public,  private,  or  in  any  way.1 ' 

The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  your  committee,  believe  that 
the  School  Board  has  not  yet  developed  into  the  old  Venetian 
Council  of  Ten,  and  the  placing  of  charges  in  the  "  Lion's  Month  " 
will  not  ensure  condemnation  without  conviction. 

The  majority  of  your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  Walter  L.  Harrington  be  exonerated  from  the 
charges  preferred  against  him  by  Robert  Silverman. 

The  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Third  Division,  at  its  meet- 
ing held  November  4,  voted  to  retain  Mr.  John  II.  Casey  as 
counsel.  On  November  6,  Mr.  Casey  presented  the  accompanying 
statement.

Dear  Sir,  —  At  your  request  and  that  of  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  said  committee,  I  answer  in  writing  the  questions 
put  me  this  morning  by  your  committee. 
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Question  No.  1.  Has  the  School  Committee  power  to  summon 
or  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  a  hearing  held  by  this 
committee? 

Question  No.  2.  Can  the  School  Committee  compel  by  law  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  at  such  a  hearing? 

Question  No.  3.  Is  it  proper  to  accept  evidenoe  given  in  court 
covering  a  charge  under  investigation? 

The  first  and  second  questions  I  answer  in  the  negative.  The 
law  giving  certain  administrative  bodies  power  to  summon  wit- 
nesses before  them  is  found  in  Revised  Laws  of  Massachusetts, 
Chapter  175,  Section  8,  as  follows: 

"  Witnesses  may  be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and  to  pro- 
duce books  and  papers  at  a  hearing  before  a  city  council,  or 
either  branch  thereof,  or  before  a  joint  or  special  committee  of 
the  same  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  before  a  board  of  select- 
men or  a  board  of  police  commissioners,  or  a  board  of  registrars 
of  voters,  or  before  the  board  of  police  or  election  commissioners 
for  the  city  of  Boston  at  any  hearing  before  them,  as  to  matters 
within  their  authority;  and  such  witnesses  shall  be  summoned 
in  the  same  manner,  be  paid  the  same  fees,  and  be  subject  to  the 
same  penalties  for  default,  as  witnesses  before  police,  district 
and  municipal  courts.  The  presiding  officer  of  such  council,  or 
of  either  branch  thereof,  or  a  member  of  any  such  committee  or 
board  may  administer  oaths  to  witnesses  who  appear  before  such 
council,  or  either  branch  thereof,  or  any  such  committee  or  board, 
respectively." 

You  will  notice  that  the  School  Committee  of  Boston  is  not 
mentioned  in  this  provision.  You  will  also  notice  in  this  connec- 
tion that  the  presiding  officer  of  the  different  bodies  mentioned 
in  this  law  is  given  the  power  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses. 

My  authority  for  answering  as  I  do  is  found  in  the  recent  case 
of  Morrison  c.  Lawrence,  reported  in  186  Mass.  466,  at  page  459, 
where  Braley,  J.,  says:  "  A  school  committee  is  apparently  not 
included  among  these  special  tribunals  which  have  power  to  sum- 
mon or  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  or  before  whom  wit- 
nesses may  be  compelled  to  attend  and  give  evidence.11 

From  the  remarks  of  the  judge  on  page  460,  it  is  apparent  that 
even  though  witnesses  should  be  summoned,  their  attendance 
before  you  could  not  be  enforced  by  you,  the  Board,  or  the 
courts ;  and  even  though  the  witnesses  appeared  before  you,  your 
committee  could  not  compel  them  to  take  an  oath  or  compel  them 
to  testify.  If  witnesses  are  ordered,  instructed  or  requested  to 
appear  before  your  committee,  it  is  for  them  to  say  whether  to 
come  or  not,  and  their  decision  is  final.  If  they  come,  they  come 
voluntarily.  If  they  refuse  to  come,  though  requested,  they 
cannot  be  proceeded  against  for  contempt. 

Your  third  question  I  answer  in  the  affirmative.     The  evidence, 
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if  taken  in  court,  was  without  doubt  taken  while  the  witness  was 
under  oath.  It  was  given  under  circumstances  that  insures  its 
truthfulness  to  a  far  greater  degree  than  if  given  before  your 
committee,  who  have  no  power  to  compel  the  presence  of  a  wit- 
ness, who  have  no  power  to  compel  the  witness  to  take  an  oath, 
who  have  no  power  to  compel  the  witness  to  testify,  and  finally, 
who  have  no  power  or  authority  to  administer  an  oath.

It  was  to  be  expected  when  the  School  Committee  by  its  orders 
of  October  24th,  1005,  required  the  Third  Division  Committee  to 
proceed  with  the  hearing  of  competent  evidence  in  the  investiga- 
tions with  which  it  was  charged  as  to  the  conduct  and  character 
of  Walter  L.  Harrington  that  the  sub-committee  would  obey  the 
mandates  of  the  superior  body.  The  contempt  of  the  majority 
of  the  committee  was  made  manifest  in  many  particulars. 

First.  They  refused  to  act  in  obedience  to  the  three  orders 
above  referred  to. 

Second.  They  did  this  in  private,  refusing  to  allow  the  sten- 
ographer to  take  any  transcript  of  the  discussions  of  the  subject 

Third.  They  secretly  employed  an  attorney  to  act  for  the 
majority  of  the  committee  without  consultation  of  the  full  com- 
mittee and  without  any  action  by  the  committee  officially 
authorizing  it,  and  then  attempted  to  saddle  upon  the  city  the 
expense  of  the  employment  of  the  attorney  made  by  them  as  in- 
dividuals by  passing  a  majority  vote  to  authorize  his  employment 

Fourth.  Using  the  alleged  lack  of  power  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  summon  witnesses,  they  absolutely  refused  in  determined 
defiance  of  the  School  Committee  to  permit  Mr.  McClennen  to  in- 
troduce evidence  of  witnesses  who  were  present  without  summons 
to  sustain  allegations  coming  within  the  lines  of  the  three  orders 
above  referred  to.  They  abruptly  closed  the  case  at  the  meeting 
of  November  6th  with  a  majority  report  prepared  beforehand. 
They  put  into  their  report  the  testimony  in  the  case  between  the 
Commonwealth  and  one  Silverman  to  which  Walter  L.  Harrington 
was  not  a  party,  but  was  merely  a  subject  of  controversy  and  a 
witness.  The  case  was  a  libel  case.  It  was  not  an  investigation 
into  the  conduct  of  a  Boston  school.  It  was  a  trial  under  the 
rules  of  the  criminal  law  for  the  technical  offence  of  publication 
under  circumstances  claimed  by  the  prosecution  to  be  without 
warrant.  Certainly  a  broader  scope  ought  to  be  taken  by  public 
spirited  members  of  the  School  Committee  in  determining  the 
fitness  of  one  of  its  masters. 
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From  the  beginning,  in  a  manifest  desire  at  all  hazards  to  shield 
an  unfit  master,  the  majority  of  the  committee  have  tried  to 
make  this  matter  more  or  less  of  a  legal  trial,  prolific  in  techni- 
calities. At  every  step  of  the  way  they  have  placed  obstacles  to 
the  search  for  and  ascertainment  of  truth. 

To  my  mind,  the  investigation  which  your  Board  intended 
should  have  had  none  of  the  elements  of  a  criminal  trial.  It 
should  have  been  a  broad  inquiry,  based  upon  any  trustworthy 
information  which  the  committee  could  obtain  from  school 
officials  and  from  citizens. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  humiliation  that  we  have  been  unable  to 
secure  the  attendance  and  hear  the  testimony  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  and  such  supervisors  as  may  have  observed 
the  working  of  that  school.  To  claim  that  this  committee  is 
powerless  to  secure  the  attendance  of  these  officials  is  a  puerile 
and  insincere  subterfuge.  How  futile  would  be  any  effort  to 
maintain  discipline  in  our  schools  if  any  such  restrictions  were 
for  a  moment  tolerated. 

The  duties  and  obligations  imposed  upon  the  School  Committee 
by  law  carry  with  them  reasonable  authority  for  the  exercise  and 
performance  of  such  duties  and  obligations  as  will  safeguard  the 
integrity  and  morality  of  our  schools.  To  assert  less  is  an  abdi- 
cation of  our  authority  and  duty,  and  would  make  this  committee 
a  subject  of  public  derision.  The  question  is  one  of  such  impor- 
tance and  the  action  one  of  sucli  gravity  that  any  trifling  with  it 
should  create  the  strongest  public  indignation. 

I  beg  leave  to  report  as  an  individual  member  of  the  Third 
Division  Committee  that  no  further  investigation  of  this  question 
be  referred  to  this  particular  committee.  To  do  so  would  be  to 
prolong  a  farcical  hearing  upon  a  subject  of  tragic  importance  to 
the  schools. 

I  call  the  evidence  of  this  suppression  of  investigation  to  your 
attention  as  fortifying  the  position  taken  by  me  in  my  original 
minority  report  on  Walter  L.  Harrington  wherein  I  recommended 
the  dismissal  of  Walter  L.  Harrington  as  a  master  in  the  Boston 
public  schools. 

I  renew  my  recommendation,  and  urge  upon  the  board  the 
necessity  for  prompt  and  decisive  action.  From  all  the  informa- 
tion which  has  come  to  me  upon  this  subject,  the  Board  will  not 
only  make  no  mistake  it  it  removes  Walter  L.  Harrington,  but 
will  do  the  best  piece  of  work  for  the  Boston  schools  that  has 
been  possible  for  it  to  do  at  any  time  during  the  present  year.

The  amount  of  light  to  be  obtained  under  this 
arrangement  is  none  too  great  when  the  ceilings  are  perfectly 
white  and  clean,  and  as  they  become  soiled  and  discolored  is 
rapidly  diminished.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  far  better 
results  would  be  obtained  by  discarding  the  special  fixtures  now 
in  use,  which  are  costly  in  themselves,  and  require  a  large  coo. 
sumption  of  electricity  for  their  operation,  and  placing  ordinary 
porcelain  reflectors  of  liberal  size  above  the  bulbs,  to  reflect  the 
light  directly  down.  If  the  lights  be  placed  sufficiently  near  the 
ceiling,  your  committee  do  not  believe  that  the  use  of  porcelain 
reflectors,  as  suggested,  would  cause  any  inconvenience  to  the 
occupants  of  the  rooms  or  injury  to  their  eyesight.

Mr.  George  H.  Conley,  late  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.

The  President  addressed  the  Board  as  follows : 
Fellow  Members,  —  We  have  met  to-day  in  this  president's 
extraordinary  session  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  remark8- 
worth  and  service  of  the  late  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
George  H.  Conley.     It  is  hard  to  realize  that  he  now  lies 
dead,  who  but  a  few  days  ago  was  amongst  us  appar- 
ently in  full  health  and  vigor.     The  dread  summons 
came  to  him  in  the  prime  of  life,  when  years  of  splendid 
fruition  seemed  to  stretch  before  him.     The  high  and 
exacting  position  he  held  gave  adequate  scope  to  his 
brilliant  powers  of  organization  and  leadership,  and  his 
earnestness  of  purpose,  his  broad  and  accurate  scholar- 
ship, his  profound  knowledge  of  school  affairs,  and  his 
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keen  and  unbending  sense  of  duty  and  of  personal 
responsibility,  gave  ample  assurance  of  a  career  replete 
with  notable  achievement. 

But  an  inscrutable  Providence,  which  yet  ordereth 
all  things  for  the  best,  hath  ordained  otherwise,  and  at 
the  threshold  of  a  new  work  of  dignity  and  importance, 
his  voice  is  stilled  forever.  A  gentleman  of  the  finest 
instincts,  an  accomplished  scholar,  a  faithful  public 
officer,  a  wise  and  admirably  equipped  educational 
leader,  is  dead. 

The  genial  personality,  the  estimable  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart,  and  all  the  rare  gleanings  from  a  wide 
reading  and  experience,  which  combined  to  render  him 
conspicuously  fitted  for  his  appointed  task,  will  endure 
in  fragrant  and  lasting  memory.

Superintend,  the  Superintendent  of  its  public  schools  has  died  in 
Public schMta  office,  and  this  melancholy  event  occurs  not  at  the  close 
of  a  long  term  of  service,  but  rather  at  its  beginning 
when  the  future  seemed  bright  with  promise  of  an 
extended  and  honorable  career  in  the  high  office  to 
which  Mr.  Conley  has  been  so  recently  elected,  the 
responsibilities  of  which  he  was  well  fitted  to  discharge 
with  honor  to  himself  and  to  the  advantage  of  the  public 
school  system  of  Boston,  it  is  fitting  that  this  Board 
should  express  its  deep  regret  at  the  misfortune  that 
has  befallen  the  public  schools  of  Boston. 

Dr.  George  H.  Conley  was  born  in  Lowell,  Mass., 
Oct.  11,  1853,  and  received  his  early  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  that  city.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  the  class  of 
1874,  and  was  recently  honored  by  his  alma  mater  with 
the  degree  of  LL.D.  Subsequently  he  attended  the 
Seminary  of  St.  Sulpice,  in  Montreal,  and  spent  some 
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time  in  travel  and  study  in  Europe.  He  then  became 
master  of  the  Horace  Mann  Grammar  School  in  Lowell* 
and  was  later  transferred  to  a  similar  position  in  the 
Benjamin  F.  Butler  School  of  that  city.  He  was 
elected  Superintendent  of  the  public  schools  in  Lowell 
in  1883,  and  resigned  in  1886  to  become  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  Boston  public 
schools,  to  which  position  he  was  elected  on  Mar. 
9  of  that  year.  On  Sept.  1,  1904,  he  assumed 
the  duties  of  Superintendent  of  the  public  schools  of 
Boston,  having  been  elected  thereto  in  the  preceding 
July. 

He  was  President  of  the  Middlesex  County  Teachers' 
Association  in  1885.  For  many  years  he  was  active  in 
the  work  of  the  National  Educational  Association, 
especially  in  the  department  of  Superintendence,  in 
which  he  held  high  office.  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Education  since  1893. 
He  was  lately  honored  by  Tufts  College,  which  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  degree  of  Litt.  D. 

It  is  difficult  to  speak  adequately  of  Mr.  Conley's 
personal  and  educational  qualities.  He  was  generous, 
whole-souled,  genial,  always  courteous  in  bearing,  and 
ever  considerate  of  the  rights  and  feelings  of  others. 
The  personal  attributes  that  win  the  love  and  respect 
of  our  fellows  were  his  in  largest  measure,  and  beneath 
all  these  was  a  character  of  solid  worth,  actuated  only 
by  the  highest  principles  of  morality,  honesty,  and 
justice. 

He  brought  to  the  position  of  Superintendent 
sound  scholarship,  long  experience  in  educational  work, 
and  the  ripened  judgment  of  a  mature  mind  in  the  full 
zenith  of  its  powers.  His  extended  service  as  Super- 
visor necessarily  gave  him  an  intimate  acquaintance 
with  our  public  schools,  and  strengthened  his  grasp 
upon  the  many  problems  that  continually  present  them- 
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selves  in  the  administration  of  a  large  school  system. 
He  was  always  easily  master  of  his  work,  and  his  mental 
horizon  was  wide  enough  to  enable  him  to  discharge 
with  unfailing  skill  and  sagacity  the  manifold  duties 
and  responsibilities  that  rested  upon  him. 

On  his  personal  and  intimate  life,  on  his  devotion  to 
his  family,  it  is  not  fitting  that  we  should  touch ;  that 
is  sacred  ground  to  him  and  them,  and  yet  every  one 
who  knew  the  man  at  all  must  have  realized  that  in  his 
family  the  beauty  of  his  character  was  best  exemplified. 
If  we  sorrow,  what  indeed  must  be  the  fulness  of  their 
grief? 

We  cannot  in  a  few  brief  words  express  our  true 
estimate  of  him  who  has  just  been  removed  from  our 
midst  with  startling  suddenness,  or  the  deep  sense  of 
personal  affliction  that  now  rests  upon  each  member  of 
this  Board.  Yet  this  example  of  a  noble  life,  faithful 
in  the  performance  of  every  duty,  lightens  our  sorrow, 
and  the  remembrance  of  it  will  long  remain  with  us  as 
an  inspiration. 

Me$olved,  That  this  preamble  and  resolution  1  it- 
spread  in  full  upon  the  records  of  this  Board  and  that 
a  copy  thereof  be  transmitted  to  the  family  of  the 
deceased  as  an  expression  of  the  sincere  sympathy  of 
the  Board. 

Mr.  McDonald,  addressing  the  Board,  said : 
Remarks  of  Mr.  President,  —  I  regret  that  I  am  obliged  to  say

anything  on  this  very  solemn  occasion.  I  became  ac- 
quainted with  our  dear  departed  friend  in  the  year  1886, 
the  time  when  he  was  elected  Supervisor  of  the  Boston 
Public  Schools.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  at  that  time  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  assisting  him  in  his  appointment  to 
the  great  office  in  the  educational  system  of  Boston 
whicli  he  has  so  nobly  and  grandly  adorned. 

I  am  afraid  there  are  a  great  many,  even  among  those 
intimately  acquainted  with   Mr.  Conley,  who  did  not 
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appreciate  to  the  full  extent  his  great  ability.  He  was 
a  born  teacher.  He  was  a  scholar  and  a  student,  and 
in  honesty  of  purpose  there  never  was  any  official  of 
the  City  of  Boston  who  excelled  him.  He  had  firm- 
ness of  character.  When  he  had  made  up  his  mind 
that  he  was  right,  no  influence  or  power  could  move 
him. 

Mr.  Conley,  as  we  all  know,  was  a  friend  of  the  merit 
system  in  the  City  of  Boston.  He  did  a  great  deal  to 
bring  it  forward  to  practical  results.  I  remember  many 
of  the  great  things  he  has  done  for  education.  There 
was  one  branch  of  the  public  school  system  in  which  I 
tried  myself  to  do  a  little  —  in  the  matter  of  drawing 
and  art  education.  Mr.  Conley  was  my  friend  all 
through  that  long  contest.  He  was  considered  at  that 
time,  as  he  has  been  up  to  the  present  time,  one  of  the 
best  authorities  in  this  branch  of  education. 

His  character  in  every  relation  of  life  was  beyond 
question.  He  possessed  the  true  religious  spirit,  in  the 
broad  and  acceptable  sense  of  the  term.  He  was  a  man 
of  the  highest  veracity  and  honor.  Speaking  from  a 
somewhat  extended  knowledge  of  good  men,  I  say  that 
Mr.  Conley  was  one  of  the  grandest  characters  I  ever 
saw  or  met.  He  was,  perhaps,  liable  to  be  misunder- 
stood, sometimes  by  good  and  honest  people,  who  had 
not  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  man  to  learn  his  grand 
and  noble  character  and  truthfulness. 

Mr.  Sheehan  spoke  as  follows : 

Mr.  President, —  For  the  second  time  within  the  year  Remarks  of 
we  have  been  called  together,  with  the  impressive  warn-  Mr* Shechan* 
ing  which  teaches  us  that  surely  "  in  the  midst  of  life 
we  are  in  death."  A  few  months  ago  that  lesson  was 
taught  by  the  sudden  taking  off  of  the  revered  mayor 
of  this  city,  and  now  it  has  come  to  us  more  closely. 
I  do  not  recall  a  time  within  my  life  when  I  have 
received  such  a  severe  shock  as  that  which  came  with 
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the  announcement  of  the  death  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

It  is  a  difficult  task  on  such  an  occasion  as  this, 
coining  with  such  precipitancy,  to  do  full  justice  to  the 
man  whom  I  believe  we  have  all  learned  to  love.  My 
first  acquaintanceship  with  Mr.  Conley  arose  when  I 
became  a  member  of  this  Board.  During  the  course  of 
this  year  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  meet  him  a  great 
deal ;  and,  while  it  is  a  rare  thing  for  one  to  receive  a 
proper  estimate  of  the  workings  of  a  man's  mind  and 
heart  in  such  a  short  space  of  time,  1  feel  that  he  was 
such  a  man  that  one  could  readily,  upon  a  short 
acquaintance  with  him,  realize  the  high  motives  which 
inspired  him  in  carrying  on  the  duties  of  the  high  office 
to  which  he  was  elected  by  this  Board. 

Trained  in  early  life  to  the  highest  ideals  of  Christian 
manhood,  he  brought  to  the  service  of  the  City  of 
Boston  rare  powers  of  intellect.  Of  varied  learning 
and  comprehensive  mind,  he  brought  to  the  service 
of  the  schools  of  our  beloved  city  qualities  which 
unquestionably  have  redounded,  and  will  redound,  to 
the  everlasting  benefit  of  the  school  system  in  this 
city. 

It  has  been  said  that  for  some  time  Mr.  Conley  has 
not  been  well.  That  unquestionably  is  so.  Those  of 
us  who  have  watched  him  from  day  to  day  during  this 
most  trying  year  —  a  year  which  must  have  been 
extremely  trying  for  a  man  just  coming  into  the  posi- 
tion of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  meeting  all  kinds  of 
difficulties  and  all  kinds  of  contentions,  having  all  k  ds 
of  questions  to  deal  with  and  settle  —  know  thi  he 
brought  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  that  c  :e, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  his  physical  com  on 
may  not  have  been  of  the  best,  a  magnificent  cou  ? ; 
that  he  gave  a  splendid  exemplification  of  his  p      jrs 
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of  mind  and  heart,  and,  to  my  mind,  he  produced 
splendid  and  far-reaching  results. 

It  is  my  belief,  in  this  solemn  hour  of  grief,  that 
George  H.  Conley  died  a  martyr  to  the  great  cause  of 
education  in  this  city.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  had  under  consideration  the 
reorganization  of  the  Evening  High  Schools,  and  requests  that 
the  Regulations  be  amended  as  follows  : 

Sect.  155.  Strike  out  the  section,  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following : 

Sect.  155.  Besides  the  principal  each  evening  high  school  shall 
be  allowed  one  assistant  for  every  twenty-five  pupils,  and  an 
additional  instructor  for  an  excess  of  twenty  pupils,  and  such 
assistants  to  teach  physical  training  and  musio  as  the  Board  shall 
authorize;  provided,  however,  that  such  special  teachers  shall 
not  be  included  in  the  complement  of  instructors  to  which  any 
school  may  be  entitled  under  the  regulations,  nor  shall  the  pupils 
enrolled  in  such  special  classes  be  reckoned  in  making  up  the 
quota  of  pupils  necessary  to  authorize  the  employment  of  any 
instructor.  Assistants  shall  be  dismissed  at  the  close  of  any 
month  in  which  the  average  attendance  shall  have  fallen  below 
the  number  authorizing  their  employment;  provided,  however, 
that  if  there  shall  be  but  one  class  in  any  subject,  that  class  shall 
be  continued  until  the  close  of  the  term,  or  until  the  number  of 
pupils  in  attendance  shall  fall  below  ten. 

Besides  the  principal  each  evening  elementary  school  shall 
be  allowed  one  assistant  for  every  fifteen  pupils,  and  an  addi- 
tional instructor  for  an  excess  of  ten  pupils.  In  schools  of  leu 
than  fifty  pupils  the  principal  shall  b  e  included  in  the  comple- 
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merit  of  instructors.  In  schools  of  seventy-five  pupils  or  more 
one  male  first  assistant  may  be  appointed.  Instructors  shall  be 
dismissed  at  the  close  of  any  month  in  which  the  average  attend- 
ance shall  have  fallen  below  the  number  authorizing  their 
employment. 

No  principal  or  female  teacher  of  a  public  day  school  shall  be 
employed  in  the  evening  schools;  provided,  however,  that  any 
female  teacher  employed  in  an  evening  school  who  is  appointed 
to  a  permanent  position  in  a  day  school  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Superintendent,  continue  such  evening  service  until  the  close 
of  the  term  for  which  she  has  been  appointed,  but  no  longer. 

The  employment  of  men  day  school  teachers  in  evening 
schools  shall  not  exceed  three  years  in  any  period  of  five  years; 
provided,  however,  that  this  limitation  shall  not  apply  to  evening 
school  service  rendered  previous  to  Sept.  1, 1904. 

Sect.  310.  Strike  out  the  first  paragraph,  and  substitute  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Such  Evening  High  Schools  as  the  Board  may  authorize. 
No  pupil  shall  attend  an  Evening  High  School  who  is  not  a  grad- 
uate of  a  Boston  Grammar  School,  a  Boston  Evening  Elementary 
School,  or  a  school  of  equal  or  higher  rank,  or  who  has  not  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  such  subjects  as  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  may  prescribe.

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In  this  instance  there  was  no  opportunity  to  secure  such  advice 
and  aid,  and  there  being  no  such  established  custom,  Mr.  Clay 
felt  obliged  to  act  with  great  promptness  in  his  own  defence.

open  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  which  he  declares  to  be  untrue, 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

From  the  date  of  the  reference  of  this  matter  to  your  com- 
mittee until  Thursday,  Dec.  14,  an  important  investigation 
was  in  progress,  at  first  by  a  committee  of  which  the  member 
making  the  charges  against  the  Director  of  Music  is  a  member, 
and  subsequently,  by  another  committee  of  which  one  of  the 
members  of  this  committee  was  a  member.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, and  especially  because  of  the  fact  that  the  member  first 
referred  to  was  naturally  deeply  interested  in  the  other  case 
under  consideration,  your  committee  deferred  taking  this  matter 
up  until  after  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  Saturday  last, 
when  the  other  investigation  was  brought  to  a  final  determination. 

On  the  following  Monday  a  meeting  of  this  committee  was 
called  for  the  succeeding  Thursday,  in  order  to  allow  the  member 
making  the  charges  sufficient  time  to  procure  such  evidence 
bearing  on  the  matter  as  she  might  desire  to  submit,  and  this 
member  and  the  Director  of  Music  were  notified  on  Monday  of 
the  meeting,  and  requested  to  be  present  thereat. 

The  meeting  of  the  committee  was  duly  held  on  Thursday  last, 
but  the  member  who  made  the  charges  failed  to  appear,  although 
the  committee  remained  in  session  an  hour  awaiting  her  arrival.

Vacation 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  report  of  the  Vacation  Schools  school*;  on 
of  the  summer  of  1005.  vacation 

The  possibilty  of  maintaining  the  summer  schools  during  this  «*°ol8  of  1905 
season  was  undetermined  at  the  close  of  the  regular  sessions  of 
the  schools  in  June;  consequently  the  customary  suitable  an- 
nouncements could  not  be  made  and  the  usual  most  effective 
advertisement  was  wanting.  This  uncertainty  and  the  scarcity 
of  available  funds  were  two  serious  disadvantages.  The  necessity 
of  retrenchment  was  evident ;  98,800  was  the  total  amount  which 
the  committee  were  authorized  to  spend,  a  much  smaller  sum 
than  was  allowed  formerly. 

The  omission  of  the  more  expensive  courses,  which  in  several 
instances  had  proved  the  most  attractive  to  the  summer  classes, 
was  a  cause  of  slightly  decreased  attendance;  and  the  employ- 
ment of  fewer  teachers,  necessitating  an  increase  of  number  of 
pupils  per  teacher,  seriously  affected  the  possibility  of  the  best 
work  on  the  part  of  either  teacher  or  pupil.  Notwithstanding 
these  drawbacks  and  the  necessary  employment  of  many  inex- 
perienced teachers,  or  teachers  of  limited  experience,  and  of 
those  not  regularly  employed  in  day  schools,   such  were   the 
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spirit  and  energy  of  these  teachers  that  not  only  were  the  schools 
not  seriously  diminished,  but  several  schools  showed  a  larger 
registration  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The  general  object  of 
the  teachers  was  to  make  each  day's  session  as  pleasant  as  it  was 
profitable. 

In  order  that  all  sections  of  the  city  might  enjoy  equal  privi- 
leges, more  playgrounds  were  established  and  thereby  three  dis- 
tinct advantages  were  secured  —  ample  provision  for  the  younger 
children  for  whom  the  vacation  schools  were  primarily  estab- 
lished ;  the  possibility  of  work  and  pl*y  in  the  open  air,  and  the 
necessity  of  fewer  teachers,  since  larger  classes  could  successfully 
be  managed  out  of  doors,  than  when  employed  at  desk  work. 
Residents  of  all  sections  were  pleased  with  these  additional 
accommodations. 

That  the  several  schools  might  as  far  as  possible  pursue  the 
same  general  course,  and  that  the  strictest  economy  might  be 
practised  in  each  school,  weekly  meetings  of  the  masters  were  held 
and  comparisons  made  of  registration,  attendance,  number  of 
pupils  to  a  teacher,  and  cost  per  pupil.  A  daily  report  of  attend- 
ance and  the  number  of  teachers  engaged  was  also  made  to  the 
director. 

The  objection  has  been  made  by  some  that  the  number  of  pupils 
per  teacher  is  too  large.  I  believe,  however,  that  the  masters, 
without  exception,  think  that  by  selecting  only  thoroughly  com- 
petent and  enthusiastic  teachers  such  large  classes  are  practi- 
cable and  advisable. 

The  decision  concerning  the  maintaining  of  the  vacation  schools 
should  be  reached  early  in  the  year  in  order  that  proper  plans 
may  be  formed  and  the  very  best  available  teaching  force  secured. 

I  would  strongly  recommend  that  all  appointments  be  made  as 
early  in  the  year  as  possible  so  that  the  masters  may  have 
sufficient  time  to  secure  the  best  teachers  and  to  properly  plan, 
before  the  close  of  the  regular  school  term,  for  the  opening  of  the 
vacation  schools  ;  otherwise  it  will  be  impossible  for  all  concerned 
in  their  management  to  obtain  what  is  absolutely  necessary  and 
indispensable  to  the  best  work  — a  two  weeks*  rest  between  the 
closing  of  the  regular  schools  and  the  opening  of  the  vacation 
schools. 

We  have  heretofore  been  unable  to  have  grade  teachers  called 
together  and  given  instructions  for  systematic  work  before  the 
press  of  actual  school  duty  was  upon  them. 

Meetings  of  masters  and  grade  meetings,  at  which  a  uniform 
course  of  study  as  well  as  uniform  action  in  the  playgrounds  may 
be  formulated,  are  necessary. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  auditor  be  authorized  to 
secure  a  supply  room  for  vacation  school  supplies  in  some  con- 
veniently located  school  building,  that  money  and  time  may  be 
saved  by  the  purchase  of  large  orders  in  advance  by  the  city,  and 
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that  prompt  distribution  be  thus  made  possible.  That  these 
schools  must  be  organized  and  then  closed  at  the  expiration  of 
six  weeks  with  an  exhibition  of  work  would  demonstrate  the 
necessity  of  losing  no  time  in  securing  supplies. 

I  would  recommend  that  positions  in  the  sand  gardens  be  given 
only  to  those  haying  experience  or  to  students  of  the  Boston 
Normal  School. 

The  number  of  schools  in  operation  the  past  summer  in  our 
city  compared  with  the  number  Aye  years  ago,  and  the  spread  of 
the  vacation  school  idea  to  almost  every  large  city  and  town  in 
the  country,  show  that  the  pupils  are  being  provided  with  a 
proper  and  interesting  course  of  work,  and  that  the  mass  of 
children  are  attracted  to  and  kept  in  the  vacation  schools  by  a 
judicious  presentation  of  manual  training  and  physical  exercise. 
The  success  of  the  Boston  Vacation  Schools  and  the  small  cost 
per  pupil  are  undoubtedly  due  to  the  ability  of  the  Boston  teachers 
to  hold  the  interest  of  large  classes  and  to  impress  upon  the 
young  people  the  important  fact  that  each  should  do  his  part  in 
return  for  the  many  benefits  received. 

It  is  impossible  to  compare  accurately  the  actual  cost  of  our 
schools  with  the  cost  of  those  of  other  cities  on  account  of  the 
financial  assistance  which  many  of  those  vacation  schools  receive 
from  Women's  Clubs,  Business  Men's  Clubs,  etc.  But,  knowing 
that  one-sixth  of  the  school  population  of  the  city  is  cared  for 
during  six  weeks  at  a  merely  nominal  expense,  the  cost  sinks  into 
insignificance  in  comparison  with  the  great  good  accomplished ; 
and  the  steadily  increasing  registration  proves  that  the  vacation 
schools  should  be  regarded  as  an  integral  part  of  our  great  school 
system,  and  that  they  should  have  the  support  of  every  thought- 
ful citizen. 

The  most  effective  organization  and  the  most  beneficial  course 
of  study  and  work  can  be  established  only  when  the  vacation 
schools  shall  have  been  given  a  permanence  in  our  school  system. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  enthusiastic  corps  of 
teachers,  and  I  feel  that  had  the  opening  of  the  vacation  schools 
been  announced  before  the  close  of  the  regular  schools,  the  regis- 
tration would  have  exceeded  that  of  former  years. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  your  committee  for  the  advice  and  en- 
couragement received,  and  to  the  masters  and  teachers  whose 
zeal  and  ability  under  difficulties  seemingly  insurmountable,  made 
the  vacation  schools  of  1005  a  decided  success.
